IXDIAXAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 5.—At 3:30 


o'clock Saturday morning- fire started 
in the building- occupied by the Indiana 
Medical college, at the corner of South 
Pennsylvania and Maryland streets. 
In a fe\v minutes the ivhole building 
was in flames, and the efforts of the 
fire department to head them off were 
without avail. 


The fire quickly spread to the Scot- 


tish Rites building1 ad join ing1, where the 
finest Masonic paraphernalia in the 
west was reduced to ashes. 


This outfit had recently been pur- 


chased, and the estimated loss to the 
masons by reason of its destruction, to- 
grether with the five-story building- and 
all the other contents, will reach §100,- 
000. 
The Indianapolis Gas Co.'s offices 


occupied the ground floor of the corner 
building1, llie medical college having 
the two floors above, 


Fvery section of this structure was 


leveled to the ground, and a g-hastly 
feature of the disaster was the fact 
that eighteen bodies stored in vats for 
dissecting purposes were burned to a 
crisp. The stench of burning human 
flesh was nauseating. The bones of 
the cadavers dropped into the cellar 
and presented a sickening spectacle. 


The fire was still burning at 9 o'clock. 


The total loss is about S175.000, and the 
insurance, exclusive of that on con- 
tents, SGO.OOO. 


Persons who witnessed the fire say 


that a man appeared at one of the up- 
per windows of the medical college 
building and that he went down with 
the roof and floors when they col- 
lapsed and tumbled into the basement, 


At 10 o'clock, however, the body had 


not. been found, and if it should be. it 
is very doubtful whether it could be 
discerned from the. charred bodies of 
the eighteen cadavers that went down 
with the ruins at the same time. 


No missing men have been reported 


and it is hardly believed that any lives 
were lost. 


The blaze attracted an immense 


crowd, early as it was, when 'the 
flames burst forth, and many, stayed 
up to to see the end. When the upper 
floor of the medical building .^crashed 
through, a cry of horror went up 
from the. multitude, who believed., as 
they could see dark bodies -shooting- 
downward, that a number of firemen- 
had been lost. -As quickly as possible 
cooling streams were directed on the 
hot mass in "the cellar, and "brave fire- 
men and police, upon whom water 


from burning, went to work to rescue 
whoever had been unfortunate enough 
to be engulfed. The odor of burning 
flesh only made them work faster. 
Soon a .fireman staggered out of the 
ruins and was helped to a drug store bv 
man3' willing hands, where his burns 
and bruises were attended to. 
He 


relieved the minds of the anxious by 
stating that he was the only one who 
had fallen through, and that the other 
bodies which fell were cadavers. 


The fire presented a beautiful sight 


and as the huge walls and floors sank 
with a roar, myriads of sparks were 
thown heavenward like a volley of 
rockets.

tions. In palaces and in humble "homes 
nothing but prayer was to be heard. 
The threatened destruction was made 
more solemn by the ringing of bells in 
the swaying church towers, though not 
a church was injured.

occasioned by falling walls and caving 
roofs. - The police stations were crowd- 
ed with people brought in for tempor- 
ary treatment before being removed to 
the hospitals. In Belem and other 
prisons, where many desperate crim- 
inals are confined, the scenes wit- 
nessed were curious, as the walls 
swayed 
and 
the 
earth 
cracked, 


threatening to entomb the imprisoned 
Inmates. 
The convicts, almost with- 


out exception, fell upon their knees, or 
groveled on the floor of their cells, 
with loud voices crying out prayers 
and supplications. 
Many, supposing 


their end had come, shouted out con- 
fessions of past crimes. This is'one of 
the most dramatic passages in the pass- 
ing- of the event, and may be of use to 
the officers of the law in unraveling a 
number of mysterious crimes in Mex- 
ico. 


The supply water pipes leading from 


Chepultepec to the city were broken, 
and the greater part*of. the city is in 
danger of a water famine unless the 
connection is soon restored, which will 
take some time. The electric lights 
were extinguished, the dynamo-axle in 
the plant leaping from the bed. Great 
cracks in the earth appeared in various 
parts of the city, especially in northern 
sections.

THE NEW CZAR. 


Hl» Way of Beginning Warmly Commended 


—Many Arrests Made. 


LONDON, Nov. 3.— In a leader Satur- 


day morning the Daily News says that 
Czar Nicholas could not begin better. 
If he'follows in his father's footsteps it 
will be well for Russia and Europe. It 
cost America a merciless war to get rid 
of her slavery system: It was Russia's 
good fortune to get rid of serfdom 
without'the spilling of blood. This is 
one of the casual advantages by which 
despotism sometimes excuses its exist- 
ence to mankind. It will be easy for 
Russia if she is left in peace to out- 
grow the conditions which excuse des- 
potism of any kind. 


Mourning, in San Francisco. 


SAN FEA.NCISCO, Nov. 5. — The Russian 


cathedral of St. Jasil the Great, in this 
city, is draped in mourning for the 
death of the czar. The emblems of 
sorrow will be displayed for a period 
of six months, with occasional relig- 
ions ceremonies and masses for the 
soul of the dead emperor, As soon as 
official information of the czar's death 
was received by the consistory here, 
preparations for proper religious cere- 
monies were made by the authorities 
of the orthodox church. At 9 o'clock 
in the morning a solemn mass was cel- 
ebrated with prayer for the soul of the 
czar. This was followed by a memor- 
ial ceremony and sermon, and a req- 
ieum, in the same manner as in all the 
Greek churches of Russia.

THE QUESTION OF SILVER. 


Jt IB A'ot Sensible to Maintain That an In- 


ternational Agreement !• Secesaary to 
Bentore Silver.- 
t. 


It is not undemocratic to favor In- 


ternational bimetallism, but it IB nei- 
ther democratic nor sensible to main-' 
tain that tin international agreement 
Is absolutely necessary before silver 
can be restored as a, part of the pri- 
mary money of the United States. 


But what becomes of the arguments 


in favor of international bimetallism 
when we see men who called' them- 
selves bimetallists claiming- that gold 
has not increased" in value, and that 
there is no need of any further expan- 
sion of the -volume of our standard 
money? If all this be true—If there is 
plenty of ffold on hand—if falling 
prices tend to prosperity—then there 
is no necessity for international or any 
other kind of bimetallism. 


But let us see how near we are to bi- 


ter national bimetallism. It is admitted 
by all the continental nations that if 
England will take the initial step an 
international agreement can be arrived 
at without further delay. But how 
long will it be before England will 
take the initiative? Wh*t Incentive 
have her business men t* w«tor« silver 
as a part of the primary money of th« 
world? In other words, what interest 
has Great Britain in increasing the 
value of silver and thereby increasing 
the prices of tlie staple commodities of 
the world, the larger portion of which 
she is compelled to buy? 


Let us examine into the matter a 


little. Leit ui see what interest En- 
gland has in remonetlzing silver and 
making it more valuable. The trouble 
began^ln 1878, when silver was demon- 
atized'in the United Statei, but as that 
seems to be a date remote, we need go 
no further back than 1890. To bring 
the matter home to the comprehension 
of all, we will take the cotton crop of 
that year. It weighed out when brought 
to market 3,028,000,000 pounds.and sold 
for ?403,000,000, tho average price being 
11.07 cents a pound. The cotton crop 
of 1894 weighed out 3,748,000,000 pounds 
and sold for 8288,000,000, the average 
price being 7.70 cents a pound. 


Look at the figures! The cotton crop 


of 1800 was 120,000,000 pounds less than 
that of 1894, but it sold for 8114,000,000 
more. "What is the result of this slump 
In cotton, apart from the loss that the 
farmers and business men of the south 
sustained? Simply this, that the coun- 
try has been compelled to send much 
more cotton to Europe—and mainly, to 
England—to pay the same amount of 
debt. Now is this a good thing for 
England or IB It a bad thing? Is it a 
bad thing- for tho people of this coun- 
try or a good thing-? It Is a question 
of plain figuring. Is England hurt by 
the fact that she receives a constantly 
Increasing amount of cotton for the 
same debt? If she is helped, rather 
than hurt by It, what motive have her 
rulers for entering into an interna- 
tional agreement the first result of 
which would be to utterly destroy the 
advantages and profits that are now 
hers? As with cotton, so with wheat— 
so with all the staple products on 
which our foreign trade Is based. 


Our business men seem to look at 


this matter askance. They appear to 
have an idea that a little small talk 
about "sound money" and "parity" is 
all that Is needed to set things even. 
They do not appear to realize the fact 
that cheap cotton in the south makes 
poor business in the south. The price 
of cotton hero Is the basis of business 
because cotton Is our staple product. 


There is one fact that both the farm- 


ers and business men should take into 
consideration—namely, that although 
this country has established the single 
gold standard, we continue to sell our 
crops and our staple commodities for 
silver prices. In other words, an ounce 
of silver will buy no less cotton now 
than it bought in 1873—no less wheat, 
no less calico, no less iron. But It will 
buy only half as much gold. This 
ought to open the eyes of sensible busi- 
ness men as to the increase in the value 
of gold, but they do not seem to regard 
it in that light. 


But there are other facts to which 


they can hadly closo their eyes. As 
the vallue of silver is increased, Great 
Britain and Europe will have to pay an 
increased price for our staple commod- 
ities. An ounce of silver-would buy a 
bushel of wheat and ten pounds of cot- 
ton In 1873. It will buy a bushel of 
wheat and ten pounds of cotton now. 
The price of these commodities is fixed 
In London or Liverpool. In whatever 
proportion the value of silver Is raised, 
in that proportion the price of our com- 
modities is raised. If silver is 90 cents 
an ounce, England_,will have to pay 90 
cents for a bushel of wheat and 9 cents 
a pound for cotton. If silver is worth 
8129 an ounce, Europe will have to pay 
81.29 
a bushel for wheat and 12.09 cent* 


a pound for cotton. 


This is the interest the people of this 


country have in. the silver question. It 
is special and important—it is pressing!

The first of a series of these meeting's 
which will be held this winter was held 
at Otway last Saturday, and it was the 
pood fortune of the TIM*;S to be able to 
be present. The early morning train 
on the C., P. & "V. railroad was filled 
with members of the teachers' profes- 
sion from this end of the county as she 
"pulled out" for Cincinnati Saturday 
morning.

language, but simply enables him to 
ascertain when others

language, or in other words enables 
him to criticise. Mr. Beatty here of- 
fered a criticism on Mr, Apple's remarks 
and was followed by Mr. Dodds, who 
offered some criticism to a few of the 
rules of technical grammar and urges 
that more language be taught and 
less technical grammar. 
Mr. Dodds, 


by the way, is selling the 
latest 


Standard dictionary, 
but of course 


that has nothing to do with his at- 
tending the institute, and he some- 
times fails to find language forcible 
enough to point out fully the merits 
of his book. He attributes this to the 
fact that in his youth when he went 
to school,"in the days of log fire places 
and seats made of rails for children 
without backs" that language was not 
taught at all but grammar was in 
a rude form.

Sir Edwin Arnold is a warm partisan 


of the Japs, but he had the privilege of 
witnessing the grand army maneuvers 
of some two or three years since, and 
no one will deny to him a knowledge 
of the interior economy of the country. 
Sir Edwin Arnold, says the London 
Daily Graphic, wiU not countenance 
the belief of Mr. Curzon that the Jap- 
anese government is desperately occu- 
pied -with domestic politics. 


"I am surprised that so intelligent an 


observer should not have known how 
little the Japanese houses of parlia- 
ment count socially or politically 
ag-ainst the policy of those ministers 
whom the emperor ^appoints and whom 
he removes at his sole pleasure. When 
the deputies make themselves impossi- 
ble they are simply sent home; when 
they refuse supplies public funds are 
taken quietly on account; and when 
they bring, things to a deadlock tha 
emperor and his advisers carry on the 
business of the country, after dissolv- 
ing parliament, which, amid all these 
vag-ariee—the lively working of new 
and generous wine—remains steadfast- 
ly loyal and ardently patriotic." 


That the two countries had equal 


rights in Corea, and that when one in- 
creased its force the other was bound 
to do the same, was the writer'* con- 
tention—in short, that Japan has done 
and is doing- precisely what England 
would have done under the same cir- 
cumstances. 
''In the present struggle 


Japan unquestionably stands the cham- 
pion of progress, of justice, and of in- 
ternational development, BO that th« 
partisanship shown in certain quar- 
ters against her has in it an element of 
stupidity which cannot, therefore be 
easily excused." Mors interesting than 
this, though, is Sir Edwin Arnold's re- 
minder of one of the forces "which 
more potently tends to hold China to- 
gether in her intense and exclusive na- 
tionality," namely, the extreme anx- 
iety of the Celestial to be buried at 
home. "But if some high ecclesias- 
tical authority, or the Vermillion Pen- 
cil itself, should decree as they well 
might, that Confucius should be sat- 
isfied if a pinch of Chinese dust wer« 
thrown into the foreign grave—then 
the floodgates would be open to a gen- 
eral Chinese immigration into all lands. 


"One perceives how heavy the obliga- 


tion is, and at the same time how bind- 
ing, when again and again, at San 
Francisco and other ports of embarka- 
tion, Chinese passengers are stopped 
carrying in a carpet-bag or a hat-box 
the bones of their .relatives. But when 
any such general emigration of China- 
men occurs as that which I am fore- 
casting, it will be a social and industri- 
al deluge. The markets of the world 
will be literally swamped with tbi 
most industrious, persevering, fearless 
and frugal specimens of mankind who 
will everywhere underbid labor and 
caonopolize trade, as they have done in 
Singapore, Penang and many other 
spots. The danger to civilization that 
China represents consists in this rather 
than in her unwieldy .strength and 
slothful resources, the 
inefficaey of 


which for actual service Japan has al- 
ready exposed by the brilliant com- 
mencement of the present campaign. 


"For these and other reasons it is to 


the interest of the civilized world that 
China should not become more homo- 
geneous or any larger than she is at 
present, and above all that she should 
not intrigue with the second colossal 
standing menace to human progress, 
the Russian empire, against the free- 
dom of the Pacific. That German jour- 
nal had the true instinct tn scientific 
politics which lately wrote that, in the 
war just declared, the sympathies and. 
good wishes of civilization were due en- 
tirely to the side of Japan."
